Sight Deteriorating. 





OMMENTS are being made in the 
newspapers on the large number of 

the population wearing spectacles or eye- 
glasses. The deduction is that the sight of 
the nation is deteriorating, and one writer 
whether a large indulgence in 
athletics is not responsible for this.

It is much more proba 
ble that the large use of artificial light, and 
poring over badly printed books are re 
sponsible, if indeed the national eyesight 
really is degenerating —Hospital.

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The d’Arlincourt Electric Clock. 


HIS clock is suitable for public places, 
railways, factories, etc. It brought to 

its inventor an Exposition medal. 
he clock mechanism is comprised be- 
een two plates or bars, without cover, 
in the form of the capital A. In the 
interior is a large wheel of 360 teeth, on 
which is riveted a concentric ratchet of the 
same diameter, bearing 60 teeth. A pinion 
of six leaves engages with the wheel, and 


ese two mobiles constitute the train 
of the clock, properly so called. 
An escape wheel of 30 teeth, mounted 


on the pinion staff, and a seconds pendulum 
form the regulating mechanism, of which 
the movement is transmitted by bevel gear- 
ing to the motion work placed above. 

The small number of mobiles put in ac- 
tion in this electric clock reduces to a 
minimum the resistance which is encoun- 
tered in ordinary clocks, and permits the 
employment of a small motive weight in- 
stead of one heavy and cumbersome, for 
maintaining the movement of the train and 
the oscillations of the pendulum. 

The motive weight is suspended by 

wire passed over the groove of a pulley ; 
it acts on the racket by means of a lever, 
to which is attached, on one side the sus- 
pension wire, on the other a rod rigidly pin- 
ned and terminated by a click, which gears 
in the ratchet teeth range. The weight, 
the pulley, the lever and the ratchet are sit- 
uated in the same vertical plane, and the 
traction which the weight exercises on these 
parts determines the circular movement of 
the wheel. 

The lower arm of the lever is joined to 
the armature of a horizontal electro-mag- 
net, in such a manner that the displacement 
of the armature towards the magnetic cores 
winds the motive weight and produces a re- 
coil of the traction click from the tooth of 
the ratchet into the hollow of the next 
tooth. A safety click prevents a backward 
movement of the wheel during this double 
action, which occurs every minute. 

The electro-motor current is automatic 
by means of a disk keyed on the arbor of 
the escape wheel; a projecting pin, placed 
in the circumference of this disk, commun- 
icates through the body of the clock with 
one of the poles of the battery; the other is 
united to a commutator or elbowed lever, 
electrically insulated, which rocks around 
an arbor fixed between the plates. This 
part of the electric circuit includes the elec- 
tro-magnet. At each complete turn of: the 
disk—that is, every minute—the pin comes 
in contact with one of the arms of the lever 
and thus closes the circuit and allows the 
current to flow. The armature is instantly 


attracted by the electro and the weight is 
wound. 
The breaking of the circuit is excited by 





the tractor click, whose rod carries, near the 
middle, a small fixed mass provided with a 
regulating screw. This screw being dis- 
placed with the click, pushes back the heel 
ending the second arm of the commutator 
and impresses on this piece a slight rotary 
movement which opens the circuit, after 
which the lever remains at rest while the 
weight descends. 

To keep the clock from losing time dur- 
ing the very short interval when the ratchet 
is subject to the action of the click, the clos 
ing pin is disposed on its disk so that the 
contact with the commutator occurs pre- 
cisely at the instant when the escapement 
wheel rests on the pallet. Thus the intro- 
duction of an auxiliary force designed to 
act on the train during the winding of the 
motor weight is avoided. 

3ut what characterizes above all this in- 
genious mechanism is the employment of an 
electro with divided armature. This arma- 
ture consists of eight small bars of soft iron 
connected with each other and each able to 
pivot around an independent axis. The 
connection of these bars is obtained by 
small pieces so arranged that the displace- 
ment of any piece causes a displacement of 
equal extent of the next bar. 

In a state of rest—that is, while the cur- 
rent is not passing through the electro, the 
lower bar is nearest to the coils and the 
others are at graduated intervals up to the 
ending of the field of action developed by 
the magnetism. The bar the most removed 
is attached directly to the lower arm of the 
lever which holds the motor weight, and to 
this position of the armature corresponds 
the inclination of the lever when the mo- 
tive weight has reached the lowest point of 
its course. 

When the electric current traverses the 
electro-magnet the lower bar follows the 
magnetic attraction and its movement draws 
the other bars towards the soft iron cores; 
the second, while undergoing in its turn 
the same influence as the first, causes a sec- 
ond mechanical approach of the mobile sys- 
tem, and thus in sequence up to the last bar. 
The very rapid succession of these effects 
brings instantaneously all the bars into the 
same plane against the electro-magnet and 
the motor weight is rewound. 

As soon as the circuit is broken the lever 
moves in a reverse direction under the ac- 
tion of the motive force, carrying along the 
upper bar and as a consequence the whole 
system, which slowly regains its position of 
rest 

Mr. d’Arlincourt has obtained the follow- 
ing results with electros identical with the 
preceding, furnished, some with divided, 
and others with full armature. The an- 
gular course was of the same amplitude. 

In the following table, A designates an 
ordinary electro; B electro with divided 
armature.

These results, according to the inventor, 
allow us to judge of the superiority of the 
new system over the old. 

In every condition the continuity and 
the regularity of the functions demanded 
from the different electro-mechanical or- 
gans are such that the clock described has, 
it appears, operated without cessation with 
the same battery during a period of 15 
months. The wear of the elements at the 
end of this time was not appreciable and the 
expense of the current slight. 


Development of the Chronometer Escape- 
ment. 


EARLY all clockmakers know that the 
free detent escapement was invented 
by J. B. Dutertre, master clockmaker of 
Paris, who flourished in the first half of the 
eighteenth century and enjoyed a well mer- 
ited reputation, but many are not familiar 
with the details of the course of its perfec- 
tion. The date even of the original inven- 
tion is not exactly known, but it was about 
the year 1741. 

Dutertre and his contemporaries who 
wrote on horological subjects have left no 
description of the escapement, but some re- 
ferred to it; thus, in a pamphlet published 
in 1773 one of them said he had examined 
it at the establishment of the sons of the 
late J. B. Dutertre, and noticed that its op- 
eration was not exact. 

In 1748 P. Le Roy, son of the celebrated 
clockmaker, J. Le Roy, presented to the 
Académie des Sciences a model of the de- 
tent escapement. We are not aware that 
this model has ever been employed, but Per- 
ron, of Besancon, doubted if it could be 
made to work with precision.

Official Report Regarding Pottery Exhibits 
at the Paris Exposition. 


A N extended review of the pottery ex- 
hibits at the Paris Exposition of 
1900 has been prepared for the United 
States Geological Survey by Heinrich Ries. 
The essential features of the report are as 
follows: 

Splendid as the display was, it must have 
produced something of a feeling of disap- 
pointment when compared with previous 
exhibitions, for although the wares set out 
showed a distinct technical advance over 
previous expositions, yet they lacked gen- 
eral character in many lines. While the 
exhibits, when taken collectively, permitted 
comparative study along certain lines, they 
did not form a picture of the ceramic in- 
dustry of the world at the present day, be- 
cause sO many important members were 
lacking. 

In the production of faience the French 
republic, although not the originator, is 
now the leader. Few of the faience manu- 
facturers, except the Italian follow 
any definite line; indeed, the endeavors of 
the modeler and decorator seem to lean to- 
ward the production of oddities. In the 
better grades of faience some fine effects

are no doubt brought about, as in the un- 

derglaze gold work of Deck in the French 

section.

effects were seen on many 
wares. In some a dull enameled surface, 
similar to the American Grueby ware, was 
attempted. The Italian faience was the 
only type of historic character, the forms, 
designs and colors being in many cases 
copied after older forms made by the Rob- 
bias or about their time. 

The Limoges table services in porcelain 
were works of art and delicacy not sur- 
passed by any other country, while in the 
production of ornamental effects Germany 
had the best display. In decorative stone- 
ware we have to compare the Doulton fac- 
tories of England with the Villeroy and 
Boch factories of Germany and Belgium. 
A choice can hardly be made between the 
two, for the types of adornment were 
rather different and showed originality in 
each case. In this comparison we should 
not leave out the Rookwood, which must, 
however, be treated in a similar way, since 
its unique character puts it beyond the 
reach of comparative remarks. Reviewing 
the exhibits of various countries, the au- 
thor says: 

“As one would naturally expect, the 
French ceramic display was most complete. 
Indeed, as one entered the portion of the 


building reserved for it the effect was 
startling and bewildering. The Limoges 
exhibits were in a separate hall on the 


ground floor, and the Sévres exhibit was a 
suite of rooms on the second floor, while 
most of the others were grouped together 
in a long hall adjoining the main entrance. 
The opinions which the pottery exhibits of 
the French section might very reasonably 
lead one to form were that Limoges was 
the center of the French porcelain indus- 
try, producing wares chiefly for table use, 
of great thinness, high grade of finish, and 
beautiful decoration, notably in over-glaze 
that the national factory at Sévres 
contributed large and skilfully executed 
porcelain wares to the French output, fol- 
lowing no special design; that the other 
French factories had thrown themselves 
heart and soul into the production of fai 
ence, a few choosing terra cotta and bisque 
ornaments as a subordinate line of work. 
This impression is correct to a certain de- 
gree. 

“In the exhibit of the Sévres factory, the 
old Sévres blue and gold ware was no- 
where in evidence, but instead the prevalent 
shades and colors were all light and deli-
